formed on "crafts/* was much less adapted to being 
turned into a political machine than would be a string of 
unions based on ‘’plants", in which office boys would 
have an equal vote with veteran craftsmen. 
Like many other Communistic inventions, this one 
was attractive because it fitted into the plans of those 
interested in power politics. 
A "craft-union" by its very nature is essentially con­ 
servative. On the otherhand, a "one-big-union" organiza­ 
tion is bound to be dominated by those who feel they have 
much to gain and little to lose by radicalism— up to and 
including social or industrial revolutions. 
Still more attractive to certain labor bosses, however, 
is the fact that in unions which follow the C IO pattern, it 
is very easy for the union heads to si ire and hold a tight 
control over union affairs and policy.
